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Some months s-go, it crxic to our 
r.ttontion thr.t c.n Snglishnrji, by 
the nr.nG of J. C. Thompson, hnd 
devised nn opening thnt hr.d tho 
advr-nto-go you could uso it vrhothor 
you had tho Uhl to or tho Black 
piocos ajod, a.s you could force the 
opening, no book v/ork of any kind 
roquirod. Undoubtedly this 
must be of interost to tho many 
Choss players who do not havo much 
time for study, 

A request for inforno.tlon on 
tho opening was duly sent off end 
a reply received. Also received 
was a most interesting booklet 
entitled "HIPPOPOT/J^US CH^SS OPSM- 
ING-”, In his reply, Mr, Thompson 
clo.lrAs the following advantages for 
the opening: 

1, Draws a,ro rare. 

2, Games a,ro alwa.ys interesting 

and exciting, 

3, Wo bookwork is required, as 

tho opening ca,n be forced, 

Mr, Thompson also nontionod that 
ho played Gcorgo KoltrJiowski in 
this opening in a Simultaneous gano 
some four or five years a,go and the 
result v/as a draxv, \felch fact, I 
think you must agree, is rccomiAcnd- 
atlon enough for rjsy defence. 

The booklet "HIPFOPOTIJIUS CHgSS 
OPENING” gives little of tho think¬ 
ing or theory behind the opening 
moves but centaAns a number of 
extronoly interesting games. One 
of those Is from the Sta.unton Chess 
Players Hrjidbook, pago 59^!-, and was 
a. gajAG between Horwitz a,nd Staunton 
about 1850. /jriothcr game is'between 
Furria,n and Spa.ssky, Soviet Champ¬ 
ionship of 1957, in v:hlch Sp'a.ssky, 
substantially using tho Hlppopotar.i- 
us Opening a,s a, defence, beat Fur- 
maji In 24 moves. The remainder of 
tho games arc Thoi.ipson's own a,gainst 
Tolush, Tartakover, Kcrcs, Ragozln, 


Janovoslc, Tarnofsky, and - others. 

He does not win then all but they 
certainly arc, as ho claims, both 
Intorosting ■ and exciting.- 

Hr, Thompson is a.pparontly no norji 
Chess- player. VJhilc ho did not end 
up in -the prizes, -ho did extremely 
well in the recont Bognor Regis 
Tournp.mcnt, - He-plays for his County 
- Kent (oauivalent to playing for 
California in intor-Stato Choss - 
if there v/orc-such a thing). Ho - 
also plays for the Civil Service 
toaxn (like playing for the Federal 
Govt, Chess Team-- if there wore 
such a thing) and ho also plays for 
tho Government La,bor-Toa.n (whatever 
that night bo), -In other words, 
v^hilc Mr, Thompson has not yet won 
the British Choss Championship, ho 
has always been right up pitching- 
and apparently has never hp.d to 
neglect his wife and family study¬ 
ing tho latest dcvolopmonts in tho 
various openings. . 

Nov/, no mat-tcr how good a player -- 
you may be, you must adtiit there 
lOrc times when you foci it exped¬ 
ient to plo.y an unorthodox opening 
or defence. For oxamplos: 

1, V/hen you cone up against a 

very conservative player who night 
bo put off his grxic by an unortho¬ 
dox lino. ... - 

2, V/hon you cone up a-gainst a much 

stronger.player thoui yourself, 
under - the theory that it is better 
to play a, lino you knov/ and he nay 
not rather tha,n one he knows and 
you do not. - - 

3, V/hon your opponent has UTiitc 
"Aid opens in a -lino you dislike. 

4, For players with good posit¬ 
ional instincts r.ncT poor nonorics.

CENTERS OF ADDING MACHINE TAPES. ThESE ARE THROWN AWAY BY THE THOUSANDS IN 

ALL ACCOUNT ING OFFICES. The RooK (S FORMED BY CUTTING THE T«P IN TRADITIONAL 
pattern and elaborating with four slots or windows.in the sides*_. The Bishop 

IS FORMED BV SLICING A DIAGONAL WEDGE OFF THE TOP AND THEN REPLACING IT ON THE 
UNCUT PART OF THE SAME END." ThTS FORMS AN OVAL. ANOTHER WAY OF FORMING THE
